LINEVITGH AUNIQUE NAN 

HAS SHO W1T HIMSELF TO BE 
A BOASTFUL LIAR 

Plundered Summer Paine* at Ps- 
kin, Then Complained About 
Duty on Loot. 

In the event of war between Russia 
and Japan being continued for any 
considerable length of time, there is 
one man who gives promise of leav¬ 
ing his imprint upon the Russian 
military system, and that is General 
Linevitch, says a Berlin letter. 

Kuropatkin, when he was first 
given command of the Russian army 
against Japan, had at least one 
enemy in his own ranks, General 
Linevitch refused to serve under the 
new commander, and was given a 
separate command at Vladivostok. 
Now his enemy has succeeded him, 
and General Linevitch is in com¬ 
mand of the entire Russian forces. 
Whether the future makes for peace 
or for war, the personality of Gener¬ 
al Linevitch is interesting in the 
extreme. 

General Linevitch (Nikolai Petro- 
vitch) is an infantry officer, who has 
seen none of the big campaigns of 
the last half of the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, but ho has acquired a groat 
deal of experience in conducting and 
being associated with smaller mili¬ 
tary operations. Whether he would 
evolve as a strong figure in a cam¬ 
paign in which nearly a million men 
are said to bo engaged on both sides 
is something no man can tell. 

NOT A POWERFUL MAN. 

dn height he is about 5 feet 0 in. 
His full face, where it is clean shav¬ 
en, has often been compared to that 
of Lord Roberts, but in profile his 
distinctly Muscovite-tipped nose 
spoils the resemblance. He is in no 
way a powerful man to look at, but 
lean and of slight build. Apparently 
he has led a less rupid life than most 
Russian officers. lie was, in fact, 
one of tho few officers of his force 
who could be said by the sportsman 
to be "in good training." 

That ho is dashing and brave is 
undoubted. General Stoessel could 
not be induced to advance towards 
FOkin in July. 1900, but Linevitch, 
when he arrived, was disgusted at 
the delay, and concurred at once in 
the views of the British, American 
and .Japanese generals then at Tien¬ 
tsin. 

Of the behavior of tho troops under 
Lincvitch's command en route for Pe¬ 
kin it is needless to say more than 
that they showed the Chinese all of 
the horrors of war. That Linevitch 
in his despatches is little worthy of 
credence is shown by the fact that 
after the battle of Yangtsun, wtyere 
the Russian casualties all told did 
not exceed fifty, he telegraphed the 
Czar, saying that he had lost five 
hundred in killed and wounded, and 
much exaggerated the altogether 
minor part played by his forces on 
that day. 

AN AMAZING SPEECH. 

At the assault at Pekin on August 
14th, 1900, as his troops UlocF past 
him to the attack, he made an umaz- 
ing speech to them, giving them 
licence to behave like savages. It 
was Linevitch, too, who, after lav¬ 
ing at a conference of the allied gen¬ 
erals, decided that the thirteenth of 
August should be devoted to recon¬ 
naissance, the 14th to concentration, 
and the 15th to the assault on Pe¬

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At the Imperial Institute la 
don there is an exhibition Just now 
whose purpose is to show the results 
obtained so tar in the experiments in 
growing cotton which are In progress 
in various parts of the British Em¬ 
pire. 

It does not appear that very great 
practical advance has been made yet, 
but, as Prof. Wyndham Du ns tan ex¬ 
plain* several years of careful exper¬ 
iment must elapse before a country 
new to cotton cultivation can be¬ 
come a successful and permanent con- 
tributo: to the supply of the raw 
matorioj. Broadly speaking, the ex¬ 
hibition indicates that the experi¬ 
ments for the revival of cotton culti¬ 
vation in the West Indies give prom' 
iso of success, while some advance 
appears to have been made in var¬ 
ious other directions. 

The most valuable of all commer¬ 
cial cottons, the sea island product, 
which derived its name from thej.wai 
West Indies* but was allowed to die 1 and 
out when it was introduced into the j mu 
United States, may be expected to j the 
become a feature in reviving the 
drocMng fortunes of the Caribbean 
islan&L and in India the chief pro¬ 
blem iKtho cultivation of a liner 
staple statable to the needs of the 
manufacturer. 

In the daurse of time It is ex¬ 
pected that India will become the 
principal contributor of raw cotton 
to Great Britain, although at pre¬ 
sent it is outclassed, in quality at 
least, by tho Egyptian product. The 
experiments carried on in the Sudan 
suggest that it will soon take im¬ 
portant rank as a producer. Egyp¬ 
tian cotton presents certain features 
which render it more valuable to the J to 
manufacturer than the ordinary pro¬ 
duct of the Southern States. 

In West and East Africa the condi¬ 
tions of successful cotton cultivation occ 
are being ascertained by carefully! T 
planned experiments which are neccs-! c hj t 
sarily slow, but, as in other parts 1 /^. 
of the empire, the rocent tests show. 1 
that cotton of the Egyptian type 
will probably be successfully grown ^er 
on a large scale in soveral localities. ! j C( 

Placed conveniently in one large 1 
frame are the products of the cotton t 
plant from all tho countries where it j . 
is being laid down; the older ostab- 1 041 
lished countries are also represented, 
even Peru, but the Argentine repre¬ 
sentative is a notable absentee, 
though a neighboring map shows 
that the commodity is already being 
produced in that republic. 

In the frame can be seen at a 
glance what is wanted. It is tho 
long fibre, the fine silky lint; and 
hero we see the great advantage pos¬ 
sessed by United States, sea island 
and the Egyptian. They lead their 
rivals distinctly. The sea island 
specimens average two Inches in 
length, the Egyptian 1$, while the 
others range between j inch and 1J 
inches. 

One of the most instructive object I self 
lessons of the whole exhibition is fou 
that of the use of the waste mater¬ 
ials discarded during the process of 
manufacturing the cotton. Samples 
of waste are shown from tho scutch¬ 
ing machines, carding engines, spin¬ 
ning machines, roving frames, looms 
and the like, and there are even 
dirty looking floor sweoplngs. The 
last are used for spinning cross 
yarns. The cleaner machine waste is 
used for blending and spinning with 
wool in the manufacture of artificial 
silk. Tho other specimens of waste 
are used in tho manufacture of wad¬ 
ding, of paper, of explosives and for 
various other purposes.

FAMOUS SLAVE RAIDER,. 

Death of the Arab Chiei, TippoQ 
Tib, Stanley’s Friend. 

A telegram from Zanzibar an¬ 
nounces the death of Hanied bin Mo¬ 
hammed, better known by the nick- 
nuine of Tippoo Tib, the notorious 
Arab slave trader of the Upper 
Congo. 

More than thirty years ago the 
name of Tippoo Tib first reached the 
ears of Europe through the famous 
explorer Livingstone. 

It was in the early months of 1867 
that Livingstone, while travelling in 
the Tanganyika Lake region. first 
mude the acquaintance uf the great 
slave raider, who rendered him con¬ 
siderable assistance. Eventually, 
however, the cruelties of the Arab 
followers forced the famous mission¬ 
ary to part company from him. 

When Stanley started on his quest 
of Emin i’asha in 1887, ho mot Tip¬ 
poo Tib at Zan/.ibur, and hud a con¬ 
ference with him. Thu Arab chief 
agreeil to furnish 600 porters for 
the transport of the ivory collected 
by Emin in the Equatorial stations 
for the Egyptian Government. 

This even had a tragic sequel. 
Major Burttelot, who commanded a 
separate column of the expedition, 
was shot dead in August. 1888, by 
one of Tippoo's people—"n victim of 
his perverseness," ns Stanley put it. 

Emin Pasha found it necessary to 
como ’to terms with the famous Arab, 
who for Jong exercised immense in¬ 
fluence throughout Central “Africa. 
In fact so great was his power that 
King Leopold, on the advice of 
Ktanley, made him Governor of the 
Falls distrftt, of the Congo Free 
State. 

W'ith the extension of Belgian 
dominion, however, tho Arabs be-* 
came restive, and Anally' rose in 
battle against the Free State troops. 
They were thoroughly defeated, how¬ 
ever, and their power broken. 

Tippoo Tib was exiled in Zanzibar, 
where he had lived foivnaany years 
past practically as a (frisoner.

WHEAT RUST. 

Rust on grain is caused by a dis- 
tinct plant para.'riu*. Ihl* parasite 
is microscopic in size, u**l grows 
from spores, .small seod-liks struc¬ 
tures. It is these whhh form ths 
pustules or rust spores, rod, brown 
or black, which are seen in masses 
on the leaves, sheath* arai stems of 
the grain. There are two distinct 
species of rust which attack wheat, 
both of uhich produce lirst rod 
•pores, which make the red spots, 
and later on produce the black spores 
which turn these spots a black color. 
There is no such thing as red rust 
ana black rust, but rather the black 
rust is only an advanced stags of 
the red which precedes it. 

One can tell whether the wheat 
plant is infected or not seven or 
eight days before the real rust, by 
the red powder, which is made up of 
•pores, breaking through the surface 
of the plant, liy examining the grsen 
straws or leaves closely, there may 
be seen slight translucent or lemon 
yellow - spots over much of the sur¬ 
face. Each such spot represents a 
point of infection where a rust spore 
has get ruinated and the iilapient has 
gone in. These spots may be best 
observed by holding the Infected leaf 
or split piece of the green stein be¬ 
tween the eye and the light. 

There are certain primary condi¬ 
tions necessary to tin 1 occurrence of 
a rusty crop First, the presence of 
spores in the air to fall upon the 
grain, and second, moisture on the 
leave* ot the wheat to germinate the 
•pores There are other secondary 
features, such as a succptlble leaf or 
straw surface, prevailing winds to 
wuft spor*:* from plant to plant, and 
from one region to another. 

AFTER INFECTION, 

the damupe done is found to depend 
largely upon such elements as wea¬ 
ther and soil conditions, etc.

'I he seed grain 
01 a region should u * nearly as pos¬ 
sible be seeded ut approximately the 
same period, giving the wheat of a 
locality un even stage of growth and 
of maturity. Early fields infect late 
ones, and these continue the infec¬ 
tion to more distant but naturally 
later regions 3. Form a good seed¬ 
bed so that the seed rn®y all be given 
an even, equal xturt. This is especi¬ 
ally necessary to spring wheat re¬ 
gion*. 1. F or a like reason, how seed 
of un even g* rmincting power. 5. 
Avoid mixed varieties. 0. .Select a 
variety characteristically suited to 
the region and of long standing 
th*re It will In? more apt to make 
a normal growth. 7. Treat ull seed 
for prevention of srnut. Smut at¬ 
tacked pluuttt an* observed to be 
great producers of rust when rust 
conditions prevail. 8. Avoid a 
weedy crop. Weed* in a wheat crop 
weaken the wheat plants ho that 
the seeds shrivel readily, and tend to 
keep the leaves and stems fogged 
with moisture, preventing proper 
light after showers or heavy dew*. 
9. In winter wheat regions, volun¬ 
teer grain should be kept pastured 
or destroyed; and 10. do not over- 
ferttiize with nitrogeneous types of 
manure. 

CARE OF THE SEPARATOR. 

The care of the cream separator is 
something that should be impressed 


them even at a higher price, and if 
they are making butter at home they 
can always secure a fancy price for a 
real good article that can always be 
depended upon. Don't let the separ¬ 
ator agent influence you, who says 
he has a machine that doesn't need 
cleaning but once a day—and some 
of them say once in two days. That 
kind of an agent has missed his call¬ 
ing; he ought to have been a politi¬ 
cian. All separators are alike in 
this respect, for they all wood clean¬ 
ing. 

When cleaning a separator use a 
tfl*ufrh. Don’t use a dish towel. Don’t 
rinw them off with water and call 
them clean, but use a brush 09 every 
pert and piece, and, when thorough¬ 
ly washed, turn hot water over them 
and let them dry. Don’t wipe with 
a dish towel, but when the sun 
shines set them outside in the sun. 
for bacteria will not thrive in sun¬ 
shine. Don’t put the bowl together 
until ready to make the next run. 
Good care will double the life of a 
separator.

One provides • penalty of 3200 on 
any person who circulates a false 
statement of the withdrawal of 
candidate, and the other requires al 
bills, posters and circulars issued in 
promotion of a candidate'* Interest 
to bear tho name and address of the 
printer and publisher thereof. The 
latter, Mr. Borden explained, was 
taken from the English election act.

JAPAN DECLINES ARMISTICE 


of Psaes Proposal* 
Pint B* Accepted. 


Must 


A St. Petersburg despatch says:— 
It is ascertained from official source* 
that an armistice cannot be arrang¬ 
ed. Japan has made it known that 
she will not consent to an armistice 
until the Russian peace mission has 
formally accepted the basis of her 
proposals, which will not bo com¬ 
municated till the peace conference 
has assembled. 

The situation regarding the armis¬ 
tice is as follows: Russia has form¬ 
ally signified to President Roosevelt 
hor desire for a lasting peace, not 
only by the appointment; of plenipo¬ 
tentiaries who will bo accompanied 
by exports fully empowered to con¬ 
clude a treaty subject only to ths 

tificution of tho respective Uovern- 
ts, but as a final step has indi¬ 
cated her readiness to suspend hos¬ 
tilities. She has avoided formally 
asking for an armistice as a matter 
of pride, but under tho circumstances 
Russia could hardly go further than 
she has. 

In diplomatic circles the most ear¬ 
nest hope is expressed that Japan 
will change her decision not to con¬ 
sent, both for tho sake of avoiding 
further bloodshed in Manchuria, and 
porhaps in order to prevent a catas¬ 
trophe in Russia, which may shake 
tho Romanoffs' throne and appal tho 
world by Its horrors. An eminent 
Ambassador of a great European 
power said to the Associated Press: 
“If Japan declines it may provo to 
be a mlsfortuno for tho whole world. 
Tho position of Russia is critical. 
Tho Emperor, crushed by the defeats 
in tho Far East, and with almost 
civil war at home, hus bowed his 
head to tho inevitable. He wants 
poace, and Japan has tho proofs in 
her possession. Japan has vindicat¬ 
ed her power before the world, and 
hus won tho admiration of tho world. 
Nothing becomes a victor so much as 
a broad spirit of magnanimity. If 
Japan still insists in humbling the 
Emperor's head into the duHt and 
forcing a useless battle which will 
result in the loss of tens of thou- 
sanhs of lives, she may produco a 
cataclysm of anarchy greater than 
that of the French Revolution, which 
will leave Russia no Government to 
negotiate with, besides threatening 
the peace of Europe. The usual pre¬ 
cedents for the conclusion of a war 
are reversed in this case. An armis¬ 
tice generally precedes an agreement 
on the time and place for a meeting 
of negotiators. Now that the stops 
whicli usually follow a suspension cf 
hostilities have been arranged, why 
should .Japan, simply because t’.o 
enjoys tho advantuge of the military 
situation, inflict another defeat, with 
its accompanying slaughter? Nothing 
would be gained by it, and much 
might be lost."

A despatch to the London Stan¬ 
dard from Odessa says;—Odessa’s 
communication with Nicolalell and 
Kherson is only tentatively reopen¬ 
ed. Communication with tho Cauca¬ 
sus is supended. There was a crowd 
at Cap Fontaine Tuesday night 
watching for the expected reappear¬ 
ance of the Kniaz Potemkin Tav- 
ritchesky. Cossacks attacked tho 
people und brutally dispersed them, 
killing and wounding 30. There has 
been more shooting in the l’eressyp 
district. It is stuted that 20 per¬ 
sons were killed.

ARMY ULTIMATUM. 

Soldiers Will Make a Demand for 
Political Rights. 

Tho Moscow correspondent of the 
London Standard soys:—"I have io- 
i reived startling information, the very 
nature of which renders its confirma¬ 
tion from official sources impossible, 
j but which, if correct, may be destin¬ 
ed to promote the revolutionary 
! movement in Russia to a remnrkablo 
extent. It is that un ultimutum will 
' shortly be presented to the Czar de- 
’■ununding political rights in behalf of 
the army. Tho date of tho presenta- 
I tion will probably coincide with tho 
completion of the mobilization now 
in progress. Two hundred thousand 
I of tho youngest, and therefore tho 
most disaffected, reservists will then 
have received their arms, and will 
be under the command of men drawn 
largely from civil life. I am told 
that the initiative bus been taken in 
tho garrison nt St. Petersburg." 

JAPAN SEIZES ISLAND. 

Effects Landing on Saghalien, tho 
Penal Colony. 

j A St. Petersburg despatch says:— 
A landing of Japanese troops on tho 
Islund of Saghalien was officially re¬ 
ported on Saturday night and 
startled military circles in St. Pet¬ 
ersburg, though it hod been realized 
since the defeat of Admiral Rojest- 
vensky that tho Japunese were able 
to take possession of the island as 
soon as they thought lit. The 
strength of the landing force cannot 
be ascertained, but the garrison of 
the islund is too weak to offer an ef¬ 
fective defence.

PRESERVING STRAWBERRIES. 

French Way.—To two pounds of 
large, not overripe, strawberries, 
weigh two pounds of granulated 
sugar. Put the sugar in a preserv¬ 
ing kettle with half a pint of water. 
Let it melt over a slow fire, then 
simmer gently for half an hour; then 
| boll rather quickly till the syrup is 
so thick it hardens when a little of 
j it is dropped on ice. When tbs 
syrup is in the course of boiling, 

, carefully pick over the berriep, re- 
| move the stems and hulls. When the 
syrup has reached the proper state, 
add the berries, stand the kettle oft 
the fire, covor it with the berries in 
the syrup, and let It stand for an 
hour; then return the kettlo to the 
fire, remove the cover, and let the 
whole boll briskly for two minutes. 
Skim the surface well, then pour the 
preserves Into scnull glasses and seal 
when cold. 

Italian Way.—To each pound of 
berries weigh a pound of sugar. Pick 
the berries over carefully and re¬ 
move stems and hulls. Put the ber¬ 
ries in glass Jars or big-mouthed bot¬ 
tles, filling each bottle two-thirds 
full, keep the bottlo slightly inclined 
so the borries slide in gently and 
reach the bottom of the glass un- 
hrulsod. Boil the sugar to a syrup 
thut spin* like fine hair when drop¬ 
ped from the spoon. .Stand the glass 
jars or bottles with the fruit In a 
deep pan in which some straw Is 
laid on the bottom; fill the pan with 
hot water to half the depth of the 
jars. Pour the syrup in the bottles 
over the fruit, let them boil In the 
pan of water two minutes then seal 
the bottles and stand them to cool. 

German Way —Allow three-quarters 
of a pound of sugar to a pound of 
fruit. Remote the stems and hulls 
carefully from the berries, and weigh 
the fruit alter this is done. Put 
I the berries in an earthen preserving 
kettle, with the sugar sprinkled in 
! between and over the berries. Let 
I them stand over nJght in the sugar. 
The next morning put the kettle over 
a slow fire, and when the berries 
j havo simmered five minutes lift them 
out with u skimmer, and lay them 
on a sieve to drain over a b'ig bowl, 
l’our the juice thut drains from the 
{berries In the sieve over a dish. Let 
the syrup boil till It spins from the 
spoon. Skim it well. Put the ter¬ 
ries in the sviup again, and let them 
simmer five minutes, then lift them 
out with a spoon, put them in jars, 
filling each Jar half full. Let the 
syrup boil i 111 quite thick, and pour 
it in the jars over the berries and 
seal them tight. 

English Way.—Take equal weights 
of strawberries and sug*r. Lay the 
fruit in deep dishes and sprinkle half 
the sugar over it, and give a gentle 
shake to the dish, that the sugar 
. inu.v touch the under part of the 
fruit. The next day make a thick 
syrup with the remainder of the 
sugar and the juice drained from the 
berries, and boil It until it Jellies. 
Then carefully put In the berries, and 
let them simmer nearly un hour; then 
j put them carefully in jars or bottles, 

I fill them up w jth the syrup, and seal. 

American Way.—Weigh one pound 
of fruit. Put the augur into a pre¬ 
serving kettle, with enough water to 
keep it from sticking. l>*t the sugar 
boil to a thick svrup, th> n put in as 
many strawberries at a time us will 
cover the surface of the syrup with¬ 
out crowding them, and let them 
cook gently for twenty minute*; then 
skim them out carefully and lay

A GREAT DIAMOND. 

How the Duke of Orleans Obtained 
the Regent. 

On# of the most beautiful diamonds 
in the world is the Regent. It be¬ 
longs to France. Besides its dimen¬ 
sions, which aro considerable, it 
unites various qualities which further 
augment Its value. When rough it 
weighed 410 carats. Its present 
weight is only 3 86 carat*. Its cut¬ 
ting, which is of great excellence, re¬ 
quired two years of work. It was 
valued in 1791 at 12.000,000 francs. 
This diamond was purchased In the 
rough state oy tho grandfather of 
William Pitt for 812.000 francs. 
Tho Duke of Orleans, then Regent 
of France, acquired it in 1717 for 
the sum of 8,875,000 francs. 

According to St. Simon, who gives 
an interesting recital of the pur¬ 
chase of the stone, there is quite a 
different version from that ordinar¬ 
ily accepted: 

•"Through an extremely rare oppor¬ 
tunity an employee In tho diamond 
mine* of the Grand Mogul was able 
to extract one of very large size. 
He found means of embarking and 
reaching Europe with hi* diamond. 
Ho took it to England, where the 
king admired it, without, however, 
deciding to buy it. A model of glass 
was made in England and tho man 
was sent with the diamond and 
model to Law, who proposed it to 
the Regent for tho King. The price 
frightened the Regent, who refused 
to buy It. 

“The state of the finances was an 
obstacle on which the Regent insist¬ 
ed. He feared incurring censure for 
so large a purchase, while there was 
trouble In providing for the most 
pressing necessities and many people 
were left In suffering. 

"I applauded this sentiment, but 
I said to him that it was not suit¬ 
able to exercise the same economy 
j for tho greatest King of Europe us 
(for a private Individual; that the 
{honor of the Crown should be con¬ 
sidered and the opportunity of pro¬ 
curing a diamond which would eclipse 
all others In Europe should not be 
lost. I did not leave tho Duke of 
Orleans until I had obtained the 
promise that tho diamond should be 
purchased. Law. before speaking to 
me, had represented to the possessor 
of the diamond that it would be im¬ 
possible to procure the sum thut he 
had hoped for, and the loss that 
would be occasioned by breaking it 
up into pieces, so that tho price had 
boon reduced to 2,000,000 francs, in¬ 
cluding the scraps that would conic 
from the cutting. The bargain was 
concluded in this way. The interest 
of 2,000,000 francs was paid until

SANITATION OF THE KITCHEN. 

A careless cook can in a short time 
create enough malarial or other poi¬ 
son in the kitchen to make herself 
and the rest of the family sick, 
writes .Susanna W. Dodds, M.D. One 
of the* first things for her to learn is 
to keep the dish towels and all the 
cloths used about the kitchen scrupu¬ 
lously clean. This is something that 
is very difhctrft to teach to the aver- 
ngc cook, anc often a filthy dish rag 
is hung up >*>hind the stove, or it 
lies a foul and slimy mass in the 
sink or on the table. There are 
other ways of generating typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, etc., than from 
bad plumbing, though the latter is a 
common cause in many homes. 

All the cloths, dishes, pots, pans, 
and other cooking utensils should not 
only look clean but be clean. I have 
seen sauce dishes and even plates ac¬ 
tually stick together from being set 
away dirty; and where there is care¬ 
lessness in this respect the sink it- 
| self is often In an Insanitary condi¬ 
tion. Grease or greasy water is 
i poured down th«* pm*; these become 
I lined with anvthing that will stick 
I to them, and foul odors escape into 
I the room. Even cooks the most tidy 
should ii ho a disinfectant from time 
i to time ami keep the pipes clear. 

I There are various preparations which 
I may be employed, ns snl soda, car- 
ibolic acid solution, and even com¬ 
mon copperas, though this, ii much 
I used, will rust iron pipes badly, Boil- 
j ing water poured down occasionally 
'tends to keep the pipes in good con¬ 
dition There should tie a strainer 
over the opening of the drain pipe, 
to prevent its becoming obstructed, 
land if the sink is kept cleun this will 
. be a further safeguard. 

I Kettles or basins containing refuse, 
as apples or potato parings, skins of 
I tomatoes, scraps from the table, etc., 
should not be allowed to stand 
urnund hour after hour in the kitchen 
I until the whole is n seething mass 
■ of fermentation. Many cooks arc 
| extremely careless in this matter; it 
is u little trouble to go to the rear 
and empty the refuse Into a garbage 
box or bin. '1 he practice In some 
houses is to burn up ull the waste 
from the kitchen, which would seem 
to be a very sanitary method, but in 
hot weather, when the gas moves are 
in use and the range is not lighted 
for days and weeks together, its fire¬ 
box is anything but a good recep¬ 
tacle for waste. It is better to take 
l this directly to the garbage box, to 
‘ be promptly removed at frequent in¬ 
tervals. 

* It should be the duty of either the 
cook or the housekeeper to ins|>ect 
( daily the icebox, cupboard and pan- 
. try, und see that nothing is left in 
them to spoil or ferment. Moreover. 

I the ice chest should be thoroughly 
cleaned every few days; one cannot 
I be too careful In these particulars. 

I In fuct. it is a goi>d rule not to cook 
i more than is needed from day to day; 
l and one equally important, in plan¬ 
ning « meal. i» to see if anything 
has l»een left over -that ought to be 
used. Such a practice is not only 
good economy, but it promotes do¬ 
mestic hygiene. 

Tables made of soft wood, which 
soaks up water readily, or with large 
cracks running through them, often 
become receptacles for filth. A good 
wav is to cover them over with tine, 
this being easily kept clean.

A historian 
of the times states that the wife 
of the banker took the opportunity 
of wearing it while it was in her 
husband’s possession. 

The First Consul in his turn 
pledged the Regent to the Batavian 
Government to procure the funds 
which were lacking after the 18th 
Urumaire. Later he ornamented his 
Austerlitz sword with the celebrated 
diamond, which, in the words of Va- 
tout, might well have dispensed with 
the ornament.

Tho bonds will bear interest at 4$ 
per cent., and arc secured by a sec¬ 
ond lien upon tho tobacco monopoly. 

Tho loa/i will bo divided into three 
equal parts, London, Berlin and 
New York each taking $50,000,0000. 
The subscription price probably Will 
bo the same as tho previous loan, 
which was 87 5-8. An interesting 
feature is Germany’s direct partici¬ 
pation in the loan. The Jupanose 
Government practically pledges itsoll 
not to draw upon the subscriptions 
received hero before October 31. 

In tho event of peace resulting 
from the coming negotiations be¬ 
tween Russia and .Japan, the pro¬ 
ceeds of this loan will be applied to¬ 
ward the refunding of Japan's In¬ 
ternal debt. If not it will go Into

Stock Added *124,000,000 
to His Riches. 

“I made the thousands, the mil¬ 
lions made themselves," the lat" Jay 
Gould once declared; and, although 
the statement may perhaps savour 
of exaggeration, it is probable that 
many another man of millions would 
endorse J. 1). Blair's statement, "I 
made my second million easier than 
toy first thousand." 

At what an astounding rate a for¬ 
tune may grow when once it has 
passed the million rublcon, which so 
few of us may hope to reach, is 
proved by the following statement 
of Mr J. D Rockefeller's wealth at 
different stages of his romantic 
career. In 1806 his capital, all told, 
w'uk a bare $5,000; five years later 
it hud grown to $50,000; in five 
years more it touched $1,000,000; 
another ten years made it $50,000.- 
000, live more years doubled it; in 
1809 his fortune had reached the 
stupendous sum of $250,000,000; end 
to-day, Just forty years uftor the 
first thousand was saved, it is said 
to 

EXCEED $500,000,000. 

Thus, in fifteen years (1876 to 
1890) Mr. Rockefeller increased his 
fortune u hundredfold, and in the 
next fifteen, though he has only mul¬ 
tiplied it by Jive, lie has added $4u0,- 
000,000 to it 

To illustrate how possible such an 
increase is, and how millions cun 
make millions, let us take one year— 
that of 1890—-in Jitr. Rockefeller’s 
race for riches At the beginning of 
that year he stated on oath he was 
the owner of $31,000,000 in Stand¬ 
ard Oil stock. Before December cuine 
that stock had appreciated 40U 
points—each $5 he held in Januury 
had grown to $20 by the end of the 
year, and thus, as any boy cun cal¬ 
culate, his holding in the Stuudurd 
Oil Company alone hail added $124.- 
000,000 to his riches without any ef¬ 
fort whatever on his part. At the 
same time Mr Rockefeller hud been 
operating heavily in the stocks of 
half-a-do/.en railways, and in co-op- 
eration with Mr. .J. Pierpont Mor¬ 
gan and Mr James J. Hill had 
formed a colossal 

RAILWAY COMBINATION; 
with the result, that these transac¬ 
tions put $25,600,000 more into 
his exchequer. From these sources 
alone the American Croesus added 
to his fortune nearly $150,000,000 in 
a single year, a larger sum than ho 
had accumulated in the thirty years 
•nding in 1895. 

That a man who. like Mr. Pier- 
pont Morgan, practically controls 
properties capitalized at over $0.- 
600,000,000—or $1,000,000,000 more 
than the aggregate revenue of the

In the same yeur it is stated on g*>od 
authority that Mr Russell Sage 
made a protit of $15,000,000; Mr. 
James Stillman. Mr. Thomas M. 
Lawson, arid Mr. James Hill netted 
over 810.0u0.OO0 each; and Mr. Wil¬ 
liam C. Whitney and several others 
udded over 85 , 000.000 each to their 
fortunes. During lust year it is re¬ 
ported that a dozen American mil¬ 
lionaires indTcuscd their already enor¬ 
mous capitals by over 83UO.OOO.UOO 
in sums ranging from $5,000,000 to 
$75,000,000.

as a means of postponing the evil day 
long enough to secure reasonable poli¬ 
tical reforms. 

Meanwhile, as an irony on the talk 
about the “yellow peril,” Japan, while 
adding to her fleet and increasing her 
army, has been able to float a loan of 
a hundred and fifty million dollar* on 
favorable terms and without any spec* 
ial trouble. The proceeds of this loan 
she ixpects to use not in the payment 
of war expenses, but in the promotion 
of the industrial dovelopement of the 
nation’s resources. Her war debt she 
w ill probably make Russia pay in the 
form of indemnity. Under circum¬ 
stances ho favorable ehe can well af¬ 
ford to leave her enemy to sue for 
peace.

throes of reorganization after a career 
of rockless disregard of sacred obliga¬ 
tions. It is not surprising that, in the 
midst of all thin, trade uuion officials 
should be in trouble for exhortion from 
employers.

GLENORA’S WONDERFUL LAKE ! 

TEST OF POWER TO BE MADE. 

Toronto World. 

Picton, July 7.—While the tunnels 
at Niagara were being made for elect¬ 
rical development, the Lake-on-tbe- 
Mountain in Prince Edward County 
was claiming the attention of a few j 
euftrprliing business men, and an in¬ 
vestigation was made of this great 
natural curiosity. As a result, ao * 1 
option on the property was secured and I 
a company formed and incorporated ! 
under the Ontario Companies Act, with , 
the object of testing the capacity of i 
the lake, in order to ascertain if the 
supply will piove sufficient for the 
generation of electric power for all 
practical purposes. 

At a meeting held in Shire Hall, Pic- 
ton, July 3—a charter having been re¬ 
ceived from the Provincial Government 
grauting the newly organized company 
power to develop electrical eneigy for 
all branches of work—the following 
genih men were choeen to compose the 
board : For president, Wellington 
Bolter, Picton ; vice-president, W. H. 
Crowe, Welland ; secretary-treasurer, 

D L Bongard. Picton: and directors, 
W. J. Carter. Picton : and Dr. Foster, 
Wiarton. All these are well known iu 
Ontario, aud the compary »e * solid.” 
Mr. Boults- is the pioneer of the can¬ 
ning industry of Eastern Ontario, and 
is known from coast to coast, and be- 
yoD'l, for be has made shipments of 
his canoed goods direct from his fac¬ 
tories to China knd Japan. Mr. Crowe 
is a lumber merchant and contractor. 

Mr. Bongard has for years been the 
treasurer of Prince Edward County, 
while Dr. Foster is a dentist and Mr. 
Carter carries on the hardware busi¬ 
ness on a large peale. The compaoy 
is capitalized at $100,000 

Perched on a high hill, 200 feet di¬ 
rectly above the waters of the Bay of 
(Juinte, surrounded by a scenery un¬ 
surpassed in Ontario, and rich iu his¬ 
tone associations, the little lakelet 
spreads Its waters over an area of 
about 400 acres. There is no visible 
inlet to its water supply, but with no 
apparent diminution of quantity the 
water runs from it year to year. At 
one point the water is only 300 feet 
from the rock which overhangs (the 
bay. The possibilities of a fall greater 
than that of Niagara are here, and ,at 
once the feasibility of tho undertaking 
commends itself to the thoughtful ; 
beside* the cheapness of the oost of 
production is a very important factor 
in the scheme. 

From the earliest settlement along 
the bay the advantages of the lake for 
the purpose of furnishing motive pow¬ 
er have been recognized. Ah early as 
1700 Major Peter Vanalstine, who 
pioneered the first detachment of U. E. 
Loyalists to Adolphustowu, entered 
ir.to a partnership with Isaac Secor, a 
carpenter and millwright, and erected 
a grist mill at the hill, obtaining the 
power from the lake above by means 
of a coduit made of a hollow logs, 
This was the first mill built in the 
county, and is credited by Dr. Caniff 
with being the third erected in Upper 
Canada. Since thattime various mills 
have drawn on the water of tUe lake, 
but for a number of years past the ex¬ 
clusive use of water has been Jevottd 
to running the large flour mills and 
foundry of J. C. Wilson & Co. The 
foundry is run by a 4 1-4 inch turbine 
wheel, and this fact, perhaps, better 
tiiau anything else, illustrates the great 
power the lake is capable of producing. 

^ince t}»e very earliest settlement of 
the county many theories have been 
advanced as to the source of the sing¬ 
ular supply of water, hut as yet noth¬ 
ing definite is known. Sir Charles 


The MtntelplMC Bottle BspertaseoL 

Yon find yourself on a picnic perhaps 
without a corkscrew and with a lot of 
bottles, all of them with corlta In them. 
Hardly anybody knowi what to do. 
The solution of the difficulty la, how¬ 
ever, It teems, perfectly simple: “Place 
the bottle, cork downward, upon the 
edge of an ordinary mantelpiece, 
•teadying it, of course, with the hand. 
Then with a slight impulse turn it ao 
that It falls ui>on the’ ground on lta 
base. Pick It up, and you will find that 
the cork has started. It Is sometimes 
necessary to repeat the operation be¬ 
fore the cork can be withdrawn with 
the fingers. A first experiment with a 
full bottle of water tightly corked is 
advisable. A fall direct from that 
height will hare no desirable result.” 

The present writer can testify to the 
efficacy of this “minor art.” He had, 
it is true, to arrange bis picnic In au 
ordinary room so as to havs the man¬ 
telpiece handy. But there was no difll 
culty after turning the bottle on it* 
base, “with a slight impulse,” In ex¬ 
tracting the cork from the ruins. Tlier* 
was no need to repeat the operation.- • 
London Spectator.

May weddings are supposed by manf 
persons to be unlucky. It Is a heritage 
from the ancient Romans. A May 
bride, soys Ovid, is short lived, bis 
explanation being that the month In¬ 
cluded the celebration of the Lemnrla 
In honor of the dead. Apart from any 
evil omen, such a time of mourning 
would Interfere with the bathing and 
toilet arrangements that were proper 
preliminaries to wedding*. Plutarch 
suggests that, as April was the mouth 
of Venus and June that of Juno, to se¬ 
lect May was to slight those uuptlul 
goddesses and that June, as the month 
of the youug (Juuloret), was preferable 
to May, the month of the old (inajores). 
Ovid's “Meuse nmlas niaio nubere vul- 
gus alt” (there Is a popular saying that 
wicked women wod in May) was in- 
arribed on the gate of Ilolyrood when 
Mary, queen of Hcots, married Both- 
well in May, 15*17. What followed 
strengthened Scottish belief in May's 
uu luck I ness.

Every one uses the term “crony” In 
the sense of “chum” or “pal,” and the 
phrase “old cronies” has become spe¬ 
cially fuuilllar, but It Is doubtful 
whether the original word bore any 
reference to friendship. Tlie new Eng¬ 
lish dictionary puts down Its origin to 
academic slang and quotes the immor¬ 
tal Pepys for the earliest instances of 
Its use, Quite recently, however, an old 
letter of u still earlier date has come to 
light, in which a scholar Is described 
ns “content to destroy his body with 
night labors und everlasting study to 
overtake tils ebronye* and contempora¬ 
ries." Prom this it would seem clear 
that the word was a bit of university 
Jargon, used to denote studeuts of the 
same date and coined from the Greek 
word that nppeurs iu the terms “chro¬ 
nology, ’ “ehronometer,” “chronograph,' 1 
that are connected with time.

1 lowing as his own theory : "Iraraed- 
i ttely east of Napanee the Grand 
- Trunk Railway is 127 feet above Lake 
Ontario and thence eastward there is 
a steady i tee in the limestone area, and 
beyond it into theLaureutian, Sharbot 
Lake being 8H9 feet above Lake Ont¬ 
ario and tho dip in the limestone rocks 
is favorable. He mentions the fact 
that the lake is not affected by local 
droughts in the couuty. In April last 
the parties interested in the develope* 
ment of the power of the lake consulted 
Engineer K. L Aitkin of Toronto, who 
after making a thoro examination, 
gives in his report several reasons for 
believing in existence of a subterranean 
feeder. One of these is the fact that 
a number of extremely cold points were 
found. At IK) or 100 feot deep the 
water is colder than that of Lake

Ottawa, July 11.—Both parties held cau¬ 
cuses this morning to consider the rjuestion 
of increasing the sessional indemnity of Sen¬ 
ators and members from H.5000 to $2.50U.

The chief ground 
ou which tho ch«»ngo is based is 
the growing length of the Parliament¬ 
ary sessions and the linancial sacri¬ 
fice that members arc called npou to make 
in spunding half their year in Ottawa. In 
spile of the fact that Minister* recognize 
that the present indtKffmtW of (1 ‘>00 is 
very low, it is doubtful whether the increase 
will be made this year.
